and Gain, do make it their Practice to draw in and entertain the Seamen be- 
longing to the ſeveral Ships, and give them too great Credit, not only to 
the Ruin of them, their Wives and Children, but alſo to the Hindrance of the 
Ships Loading, whereby the Charges of the Ships are greatly augmented, and 
Trade in general delayed and diſcouraged; For the Prevention whereof, Be it 
Enacted, by the Queen's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent: of Her Majeſty's Preſident, Council, and Aſſembly of this Province, 
and the Authority of the ſame, That if any Victualler or Keeper of any Pub- 
lick Houſe within this Province, ſhall, after the Firſt Day of January next, 
truſt any Seafaring Man, Sailor or Seaman, not being an Inhabitant of this 
Province, and generally reſiding in the ſame, for any Sum or Sums of Money 
above the Value of Five Shillings, in any Voyage, without Leave or Licence 
from the Commander of the Ship or Veſſel, to which he belongs, upon 
Pain of loſing their Debt.

W HERE As the frequent Striking of Fiſh within the Precincts of this 
| Province, has been repreſented to this preſent General Aſſembly, as a 
great Evil to the Inhabitants thereof, in the Deſtruction of their Filhery ; Be 
it therefore Enacted by the Queen's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent of Her Majeſty's Prefident, Council, and Aſſembly of 
this Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That no Perſon whatſoever ſhall 
hereafter ſtrike or ſhoot any Fith within the Precincts aforeſaid, with Gigs, Ar- 
rows, or any other Striking Inſtruments, nor ſhall preſume to go out upon the 
Water in Canoes, Boats, or other Veſſels fit for that Purpole, in the Night- 
time, provided with Lights, or other Utenſils for Striking, upon the Penalties 
hereafter mentioned (that is to ſay) For every Night that any Perſon ſhall go 
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out upon the Water in ſuch Veſſel, as aforeſaid, provided as aforeſaid, ſuch 
Perſon ſhalk be fined the Sum of Iwo hundred Pounds of Tobacco; and alſo 
every Perſon, that ſhall 'ſtrike any Fiſh, as aforeſaid, whether by Day or Night, 
the Sum of One hundred Pounds of Tobacco for every Fiſh ſo ſtruck ; One 
Half of each of which ſaid Fipis to be paid to the Informer, and the other Half 
to our Sovereign Lady the Queen, Her Heirs or Succeſſors, to be employed 
by the Juſtices of the County, where the Offender lives, towards the Defraying 
the Charge of ſuch County; ſuch Fact or Facts to be proved by the Oath of 
One ſufficient Witneſs, beſides the Informer, before One or more Juſtice or 
uſtices-of the Peace, who upon Complaint thereof made, ſhall iſſue out his 

arrant to the Conſtable of the Hundred, or to ſuch other Perſon or Perſons, 
as ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices ſhall think fit, to bring before him or them the Per- 
ſon or Perſons againſt whom ſuch Complaint ſthall be made, and the Witneſs or 
Witneſſes, which the Complainant ſhall name; which Juſtice or Juſtices ſhall 
have full Authority, by Virtue of this Act, to hear and determine the Matter; 
and upon ſuch Proof the Juſtice 'or/Fuſtices ſhall iſſue his or their Warrant to 
the Sheriff of ſuch County, to levy the ſame Fines by Diſtreſs and Sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of the Perſon or Perſons having ſo offended ; and in Default of 
Goods or Chattels, to be ſhewn by ſuch Offender or Offenders to fuch 
Sheriff, that then ſuch Sheriff {hall be, and is hereby impowered to le

Servant, or Slave, is Guilty of the Fact, whereof he or ſhe ſhall be ſo accuſed, 
but that ſuch Fact was committed by the Direction, Order, or Approbation of 
the Maſter, Miſtreſs, Dame, or Overſeer of ſuch Servant, or Slave; that then 
ſuch Maſter, Miſtreſs, Dame, or Overſeer, ſhall, upon Conviction of ſuch Di- 
rections, Order, or Approbation, as aforeſaid, in Manner above preſcribed, be 
liable to the ſame Forteitures, as if ſuch Fa& had been perſonally committed 
by the Perſon ſo Directing, Ordering, or Approving the ſame : But if ſuch Fact 
ſhall appear to ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, as aforeſaid, to have been voluntarily 
committed by ſuch Servant, or Slave, without any ſuch Directions, Order, or 
Approbation, as aforeſaid, that then ſuch Servant, or Slave, being convict 
thereof in Manner aforeſaid, ſhall, in Default of the Payment of the Fine or 
Fines, as above by this Act impoſed, forthwith ſuffer Corporal Puniſhment, by 
being whipt with ſo many Stripes on his or their bare Back, as to the Juſtice 
or Juſtices, before whom ſuch Conviction ſhall happen, ſhall ſeem meet, not 
exceeding Thirty nine.

Trade, and often Proteſted Bills of Exchange are remitted hither to the ſeveral 
Perſons intereſted therein, which are ſometimes of conſiderable Value, and for 
want of due Care of ſuch Letters, in which the ſame are incloſed, no ſettled 
Poſt Houſes being appointed for the Reception of them, mary times ſundry 
Evil minded Perſons find Occaſion clandeſtinely to take ſuch Letters out of the 
Publick Houſes, where they are generally left, and break open and conceal the 
ſame, to the great Detriment of ſundry of the Inhabitants, Merchants - and 
Traders; and many Ill deſigning Perſons, who have drawn Bills of Exchange, 
not having any Bottom in England to anſwer the ſame, well knowing and ob- 


ſerving to what Merchant or Merchants ſuch Bills are remitted, do diligently 


watch the Returns of ſuch Bills from the Merchants,” and gueſſing at ſome Let- 
ters to be the Coverts of their Proteſted Bills, get them into their Hands, and 
deſtroy the ſame, to the great Detriment of many honeſt Traders and Dealers, 
and others concerned; and many times others, out of a Diſhoneſt and Inqui- 
{tive Temper, ſecretly take and break open Publick and Private Country Let- 
ters, to the great Diſſatisfaction and Prejudice of ſeveral the Inhabitants, Her 
Majeſty's RAR Subjects, and great Delay of Publick Buſineſs: For the Preven-

| | IM: HERE A 8, during the late Long and Expenſive War, Her Majeſty's 
VV. g00diSubjedts of this Province have greatly ſuffered, and many of them 
have been utterly ruined, not only by Loſſes at Sea of their Tobacco (which 
is their only. Staple Manufacture) being taken by the Enemies, but alſo hy the 
Eurqpeam Markets being ſhut up by reaſon: of the Export to France and Spain 
in great Meaſure prohibited, ſo that very peas and induſtrious Planters, 
Her Majeſty's. Subjects here, by the very Charges of Neceſſary Clothing, and 
Tools for themſelves and Families, are become vaſtly indebted, and no Proſpect 
as yet appearing of any Means whereby they may extricate themſelves out of 
.A. miſerable and deplorable Circumſtances, which are very much heightened 
and aggravated by their being ſued and brought to Annapolis from the temoteſt 
Parts of this Province, to their manifeſt Oppreſſion and Impoveriſhment ſo that 
many of the good Inhabitants of this Province daily deſert their Habitations, and 
remove themſelves to Plantations and Colonies where they are far leſs ſerviceable 
to Her Sacred Majeſty, and Her Revenue of Cuſtoms of Tobacco, which call for

HEREAS for due Adminiſtration of Juſtice, it is moſt neceſſary, 
that the Wills of all Perſons may be duly proved and executed, and 
Letters of Adminiſtration of the Eſtates of all Perſons dying without Wills may 
be granted to ſuch Perſons, who have the beſt Right to ſucceed thereto, and 


all Legacies ſpeedily recovered, and Filial Portions and Orphans Eſtates duly 
ſecured, and eaſily obtained, according to Law and Juſtice; Be ir Enacted by 
the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent bf His 
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and granting Adminiſtration, ſhall. hold his Court once in Two Months at the 
leaſt, or oftner, as the Caſe ſhall require; and therein ſhall proceed according 
to the Laws of England now in Force, or hereafter to be in.

AND whereas it has been doubted whether in Valuing or Eſtimating the ſaid 
Orphans Lands in Plantations in this A& mentioned, the Quit-Rents to the Lord 
of the ſame are not to be conſidered and allowed for, as well as Reparations 
and other Things in this Act mentioned; It is hereby further Enacted and De- 
clared, That the ſaid Quit-Rentsought, and are hereby declared and enjoyned to 
be conſidered, deducted, and allowed, upon the Yearly Value of the ſaid 
Land, and the Guardian pay the ſame ; and that any Guardian aforeſaid, that

AN po be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, by and with 
the Advice and Conſent aforeſaid, That the Commiſſioners of each County 
Court within this Province, by Virtue of this Act, (hall have Power, from 
time to time, and at all times hereafter, upgn the Preſentment of the Orphan, 
Jury, or other Information given to them boch Sale, Waſte, or Deſtruction 
made, done, or committed upon any Orphan's Real Eſtate by any ſuch Guar- 
dian, to iſſue their Warrant, and cauſe ſuch Guardian to appear before them 
in the County Court; and if upon Examination thereof the ſaid Information

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority atoreſaid, by and with the Ad- 
vice and Conſent aforeſaid, That the ſeveral reſpective Deputy Commiſſaries, 
which are and ſhall be in the ſeveral and reſpective Counties within this Pro- 
vince, ſhall and are hereby ſufficiently authorized and impowered to paſs, audit, 
and allow all ſuch Accounts, as ſhall come before them, relating to Dead 
Mens Eſtates, wherein they have granted Letters of Adminiſtration, or Letters 
Teſtamentary, not exceeding Fifty Pounds in Money, provided there be no 
Controverſie thereon; and to tranſmit ſuch Accounts within Two Months to 
the Commiſſary General's Office at the City of Annapolis, under the Penalty of 
Two thouſand Pounds of Tobacco ; One Half to His Majeſty for the Support of 
Government, and the other Half to ſuch Party as ſhall render ſuch Account ; 
for which paſſing ſuch Account the ſaid Deputy Commiſſary ſhall be allowed,

A ND whereas many Orphans have greatly ſuffered by the Second Marriages 
of ſuch Widows, who having Eſtates in Poſſeſſion, by Will or Right of Admi- 
niſtration, either by ſuch Widows while Sole, or their Husbands during the 
Coverture, the ſame have been waſted and imbezilled; and if the Woman 
die, the ſaid Husband refuſes to render an Account of ſuch Eſtate, al- 
ledging that he is neither Executor nor Adminiſtrator to his Wife, nor of her for- 
mer Husband ; whereas at Common Law a Woman Covert, Executrix, can do 
no Act to prejudice her Husband, all ſuch Acts during the ſame being void, 
without his Conſent, he not preventing ſuch Waſte ( when in his Power ) 
ought to anſwer for the ſame ; Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, by and with the Advice and Conſent aforeſaid, That for every ſuch Waſte 
by ſuch Second Husband during the Coverture, ſuch Husband ſhall account

AND whereas Orphans of Perſons dying Inteſtate, by the good Proviſion 
of this Law in committing them to the Care of the County Court to inſpect 
the good Condition of their Securities and good Uſage, as aforeſaid, are by 
Experience found to be in better Condition, in reſpe& of both, than the Orphans 
of Teſtators, whoſe Executors hitherto have rarely given any Security, and 
that the Security they have given, many times proves Inſolvent; Be it there- 
fore Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, by and with the Advice and Con- 
ſent aforeſaid, That the Judge for Probate of Wills ſhall hereafter take good

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any Orphan or Orphans in any Will mentioned, and not ſolely to their own 


Uſe, for the true Performance of ſuch Laſt Will and Teſtament, according to

An Act for ſecuring Merchants and others Tobacco, after they 
have received it; and declaring the altering the Mark or 
Quality thereof to be Felony ; and againſt falſe Packing. 

B E it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Ad- 

vice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of 
this Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That from and after the Publi- 
cation hereof, every Houſe-Keeper and Inhabitant within this Province, having 

a Plantation, whereon he maketh, or cauſeth to be made any Tobacco, ſhall build 

and erect, or otherwiſe fit up and make ready, a good tight Houſe, with a good 

Door, Lock, and Key upon every Plantation where ſuch Tobacco is made, as 

aforeſaid, and ſufficient to contain the Tobacco made on every Plantation. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Inhabi- 
tant or Houſe-Keeper, as aforeſaid, having a Plantation; whereon he maketh, 


or cauſeth to be made any Tobacco, as aforeſaid, and that ſhall pay away and 
diſpoſe of any Tobacco to any Merchant, Maſter or Ship-Sailor, or any other

AN p whereas ſeveral People may complain, it will be an Hardſhip upon 
them to throw away all their ſmall, dull, ſcrubby Tobacco, and Ground- 
Leaves; Be it Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That 
if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall pack any ſuch Tobacco in Cask, or otherwiſe by 
it ſelf, without facing it with good Tobacco with Deſign of Deceit, and ſhall, 
before Sale of ſuch Tobacco, declare to the Party purchaſing ſuch Tobacco, the 
Nature and Quality thereof, they ſhall not incur the Penalties before in this 
Act impoſed on ſuch as falſe packed Tobacco; any thing in this Act to the con-

AND for the preventing the great Charges of annual Aſſemblies, who may 
meet for no other Occaſion, but to lay the Publick Levy in time of Peace;

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority, aforeſaid, That all Soldiers, 
hereafter to be imployed in any publick Service within this Province, be paid 
in the reſpective Counties where the ſaid Soldiers live. 

AN p be it further Enacted, That every Captain, Lieutenant, Cornet, or 
Enſign, refuſing or neglecting to appear at the Time and Place appointed for 
Training and Muſtering, ſhall be fined, as aforeſaid, for every time he or they 
{hall refuſe or neglect to appear, the Sum of Two hundred Pounds of Tobacco, 
to be applied to the Uſe of the Troop or Company where the Perſon ſo fined

An AR: for the Speedy Tryal of Criminals, and Aſcertain- 
ine their Puniſpment, in the County-Courts, when Proſecuted 
there; and for Payment of Fees due from Criminal Per ſons. 


THEREAS many Acts of Aſſembly have been heretofore made 
- againſt Thieving and Stealing, which, at this preſent, are not ſufficient 
to prevent the Committing thoſe Crimes, or to puniſh them when committed; 
Be it therefore Enacted 5 the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of this 
Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful to 
and for the ſeveral Juſtices of the County-Courts of this Province, to hold 
Plea of, adjudge, and in lawful Manner determine all Thieving and Steal- 
ing of any Goods or Chattels whatſcever, not being above the Value of One 
thouſand Pounds of Tobacco ( Robbery, Burglary, and Houſe-breaking ex- 
cepted ) and every Perſon. or Perſons, legally convicted of any ſuch Thieving 
and Stealing, (except before excepted) by Teſtimony of One ſufficient Evi- 


dence, not being the Party grieved, before any ſuch County-Court, as afore- 


ſaid, ſhall and may cauſe to be puniſhed, by paying Four-fold of the Value of 
the Goods ſo thieved or ſtoln, as aforeſaid, and the ſtoln Goods return to 
the Party or Parties grieved thereby, and- by putting into the Pillory, and 
whipping ſo many Stripes, as the Court, before whom ſuch Matter is tried, ſhall 
adjudge ; (not exceeding Forty) which Court ſhall always adjudge the Value 
of the Goods ſo thieved and ſtolen, as aforeſaid ; and if any ſuch Perſon fo con- 
victed, have not ſufficient Goods and Chattels, or be a Servant, whereby he 
is incapable to have Goods and Chattels to ſatisfie and pay the ſaid Four-fold; 
in every ſuch Caſe, ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall receive the Corporal Puniſh- 


ment, as aforeſaid, and ſatisfie the Four-fold, and Fees of Conviction, by Ser- 
vitude. 


AN o be it hereby Enacted and Declared by the Authority, Advice, and Con- 
ſent aforeſaid, That the Time of Service of a Free Perſon convict, as aforeſaid, not 
having Goods and Chattels, as aforeſaid, ſhall commence from the Time of 
his Conviction, as aforeſaid ; and the Time of Service of a Servant convict, as 
aforeſaid, ſhall commence at the Expiration of ſuch Time of Servitude, to 
which, at the Time of his Conviction, he ſtood bound ; which Time of Servi- 
tude, for Satisfaction for the ſtoln Goods and Fees, accrued as aforeſaid, ſhall 
be adjudged by ſuch County-Court, either to the Party grieved, or any other 
Perſon the Court ſhall order ſuch Convict to, that will then and there pay, or 
ſecure to be paid, the Four-fold, and Coſts aforeſaid, at the Diſcreticn of the 
Court: And if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall receive or take part of ſuch ſtoln 
Goods, or aſſiſt the Perſon, fo ſtealing, as aforeſaid, to make away and conceal 
them, being legally convict, as aforeſaid, ſhall ſuffer the ſame Coporal Pains 
with the Party ſtealing, as aforeſaid ; any Law, Statute, Uſage, or Cuſtom to 
the contrary notwithſtanding. And if any Perſon or Perſons have been once 
convicted of any ſuch Thieving and Stealing, ( except before excepted ) mo 
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ſhall after be again preſented for Thieving and Stealing of any Goods or Chat- 
tels, laid to be above the Value of Twelve Pence, it ſhall not be tried and 
determined by any County-Court ; but the Party preſented, upon ſuch Preſent- 
ment, ſhall be proceeded againſt in the Provincial-Court as a Felon, for Simple

Ap be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, That if any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, that ſhall kill any unmark'd 
Swine above Three Months old, if not upon his or their own Land, or not in 
Company with his or their own Stock, ſhall, and is hereby adjudged, an Hog- 
ſtealer, and ſhall be liable to reſtore Four-fold, and ſuffer ſuch Corporal 
Pains as againſt the firſt Offence in this Act mentioned. - 

ANp to prevent any Perſon or Perſons concealing or disfiguring the Mark 
of any Swine, killed, as aforeſaid ; Be it further Enacted by the Authority, 
Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That if any Perſon or Perſons, killing any ſuch 
unmark'd Swine in the Woods, or elſewhere, and ſhall wilfully disfigure the 
Mark, or cut off the Ears of ſuch Swine, ſo as to conceal the true and real 
Mark, or whether it were mark'd or not, ſhall be deemed and adjudged a 
Hog-ſtealer within the Purview of this Act, and ſhall ſuffer accordingly, 

AN p to prevent the abuſing, hunting, or worrying of any Stock of . 
Cattle, or Horſes, with Dogs, or otherwiſe ; Be it Enacted, That if any Perſon 
or Perſons whatſoever, that have been convicted of any the Crimes aforeſaid, 
or other Crimes, or that ſhall be of evil Fame, or a Vagrant, or diſſolute Liver, 
that ſhall Shoot, Kill, or Hunt, or be ſeen to carry a Gun, upon any Perſon's 
Land, whereon there ſhall be a ſeated Plantation, without the Owner's Leave, 
having been once before warned, ſhall forfeit and pay One thouſand Pounds of 


Tobacco; one Half to our Sovereign Lord the King: His Heirs and Succeflors,

ſet in the Pillory for the Space of Two Hours, and have both Ears nailed there- 
to, and cut from off his Head.

An Act relating to Servants and Slaves. 


HEREAS there have been ſeveral Acts provided againſt Servants, 
Runaways, which have hitherto proved ineffectual, in Regard they do 
not ſufficiently provide Encouragement for ſuch Perſon or Perſons, Inhabitants of 
this Province, as ſhould ſeize ſuch Runaways, or Servants, by this Act deemed 
Runaways; therefore, for the better Diſcovery, Seizing, and Apprehending 
ſuch Runaways, Be it Enacted” by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſem- 
bly of this Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That from and after the 
Publication hereof, no Servant or Servants whatſoever, within this Province, 
whether by Indenture, or according to the Cuſtom of the Country, or hired for 
Wages, ſhall travel by Land or Water Ten Miles from the Houle of his, her, 
or their Maſter, Miſtreſs, or Dame, without a Note under their Hands, or 
under the Hand of his, her, or their Overſeer, if any be, under the Penalty of 
being taken up for a Runaway, and ſuffer ſuch Penalties as are hereafter pro-

AND it is hereby further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent 
aforeſaid, That any Servant or Servants, unlawfully abſenting him, her, or 
themſelves, from his, her, or their Maſter, Miſtreſs, Dame, or Overſeer, ſhall 
make ſuch Satisfaction by Servitude, or otherwiſe, at the Diſcretion of the 
Juſtices of the County-Court where ſuch runaway Servant did dwell ; not ex- 
ceeding Ten Days Service for One Day's Abſence ; with ſuch reaſonable R 
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for his, her, or their taking up, as the Court ſhall think fit, be it before or after 
the Expiration of ſuch Servant's firſt Time of Servitude, by Indenture, or 
otherwiſe. | 

Ax p be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, That any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, that ſhall wittingly or willingly 
entertain any ſuch Servant, or Slave, unlawfully abſenting him, her, or them- 
ſelves, as aforeſaid, {hall be fined Five hundred Pounds of Tobacco for every 
Night, or Twenty four Hours, that ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall give ſuch En- 
tertainment, as aforeſaid ; the one Half to His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, for the Support of Government, the other Halt to the Informer, or him 
or them that ſhall ſue for the ſame ; to be recovered in any County-Court with- 
in this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information, wherein no 
Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law to be allowed. 

ANp be it further Enacted, That if any Free Negro, or Mulatto, ſhall har- 
bour or entertain any ſuch Servant, or Slave, as aforeſaid; in every ſuch Caſe, 
he or they ſo offending, ſhall forfeit and pay, as aforeſaid, for every ſuch 
Offence, the Sum of One thouſand Pounds of Tobacco ; the one Half to our 
Sovereign Lord the King, His Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Uſe of the Free- 
Schools, the other Part to the Party grieved, to be recovered, as aforeſaid : 
And if any ſuch Offender, Negro or Mulatto, hath not an Eſtate ſufficient, 


wherewith immediately to ſatisfie and pay ſuch Penalty, as aforeſaid ; it {hall 


and may be lawful for the Juſtices before whom ſuch Matter is tried, to order 
SatisfaG ion, by Servitude, or otherwiſe, as they ſhall ſeem meet. | 

An p for the better Diſcovery of Runaways; It is hereby further Enacted 
by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That any Perſon or Perſons 
whatſoever, within this Province, travelling out of the County where he, ſhe, 
or they ſhall reſide or live, without a Paſs, under the Seal of the ſaid County, 
for which they are to pay Ten Pounds of Tobacco, or One Shilling in Money ; 
ſuch Perſon or Perſons apprehended, not being ſufficiently known, or able to 
give a oO Account of themſelves, ſhall be left to the Diſcretion and Judg- 


ment of ſuch Magiſtrate or Magiſtrates, before whom ſuch Perſon or Perſons, 
as aforeſaid, ſhall be brought, to Judge thereof; and if before ſuch Magi-

Runaway or Runaways, he, ſhe, or they, ſhall ſuffer ſuch Fines and Penalties, as 
are hereby provided againſt Runaways. | 

AN for the better Encouragement of all Perſons to ſeize and take up ſuch 
Runaways; It is hereby further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Con- 
ſent aforeſaid, That all and every ſuch Perſon or Perſons, as aforeſaid, ſeiz- 
ing or taking up ſuch Runaways, travelling without Paſles, as aforeſaid, not 
being able to give a ſufficient Account of themſelves, as aforeſaid, ſhall have 
and receive Iwo hundred Pounds of Tobacco, to be paid by the Owner of 
ſuch runaway Servant, Negro, or Slave, ſo apprehended and taken up; and if 
ſuch ſuſpected Runaway or Runaways be not Servants, and refuſe to pay the ſame, 
he, ſhe, or they, ſhall make Satisfaction, by Servitude, or otherwiſe, as the 
Juſtices of the Provincial and County-Courts, where ſuch Perſons ſhall be fo 
apprehended and taken up, ſhall think fit. And for the better Diſcovery of, 
and Encouragement of our Neighbour Indians, to ſeize, apprehend, or take up 
any runaway Servants, or Slaves, and bring them before a Magiſtrate, the 
ſhall, for a Reward, have a Match-coat paid him or them, or the Value rae 
which ſaid Reward ſhall be paid and ſatisfied by the County where ſuch Perſon 
ſhall be ſo apprehended ; and ſuch Runaway, if not a Slave, to reimburſe the 
ſaid County, by Servitude, or otherwiſe, as the Juſtices of the Provincial or 
County-Courts ſhall think fit. | 

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, That at what Time ſoever any of the ſaid Perſons, Runaways, ſhall be 
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ſo apprehending or ſeizing the ſame, {hall bring, or cauſe him, her, or them, 


to be brought, before the next Magiſtrate, or Juſtice of the County, where 
ſuch Runaway is apprehended, who is hereby impowered to take into Cuſtody, 
or otherwiſe, him, her, or them, to ſecure and diſpoſe of, as he ſhall think fit, 
until ſuch Perſon or Perſons, ſo ſeized and apprehended, ſhall give good and

AND furthermore, for aſcertaining what each Servant, according to the Cu- 
ſtom of the Country, ſhall have, at the Expiration of their Servitude ; Be it 
Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That every Man-Ser- 
vant ſhall, at ſuch time of Expiration of his Servitude, as aforeſaid; have allowed 
and given him, One new Hat, a good Suit, that is to ſay, Coat and Breeches, 
either of Kerſey or Broad-Cloth; One new Shift of white Linen; One new Pair 
of french-fall Shoes and Stockings; Two Hoes, and One Ax; and One Gun 
of Twenty Shillings price, not above Four Foot by the Barrel, nor leſs than 
Three and a Half; which ſaid Gun ſhall, by the Maſter or Miſtreſs, in the Pre- 
ſence of ſuch next Juſtice of the Peace, be delivered to ſuch Freeman, under the 
Penalty of Five hundred Pounds of Tobacco on ſuch Maſter or Miſtreſs, omit- 
ting ſo to do, and the like Penalty on the ſaid Freeman ſelling or diſpoſing 
thereof, within the Space of Twelve Months ; the one Half thereof to our So- 
vereign Lord the King, His Heirs and Succeſſors, the other to the Informer: 
All Women-Servants, at the Expiration of their Servitude, as aforeſaid, ſhall 
have allowed and given, a Waſtecoat and Petticoat, of new Halt-thick, or Pen- 
niſtone ; a new Shift of White Linen; Shoes and Stockings; 'a Blue Apron ; 
Two Caps of White Linen ; and Three Barrels of Indian Corn. 

Ay be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, 
That no Perſon whatſoever, ſhall trade, barter, commerce, or any Ways deal 
with any Servant, whether hired, or indented, or Slave, belonging or apper- 
taining to any Inhabitant within this Province, without Leave or Licence firſt 
had and obtained from ſuch Servant's Maſter, Miſtreſs, Dame, or Overſeer, for 
his ſo doing, under the Penalty of Two thouſand Pounds of Tobacco ; one 
Half 3 to His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Support of Go- 
vernment, the other Half to the Maſter, Miſtreſs, or true Owner of ſuch 
Goods, ſo purloyned, bartered, or conveyed away, when proved by ſufficient 
Witneſſes, or Confeſſion of the Party; to be recovered. in any Court of Re- 
cord within this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information, 
wherein no Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law, to be allowed. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, That if the Goods, ſo traded or bartered for, as aforeſaid, ſhall exceed 
the Sum of One thouſand Pounds of Tobacco, then the Party or Parties, whoſe 
' Goods ſhall be imbezelled or bartered away, as aforeſaid, {hall have his Action 
at Law for the Damage ſuſtained againſt the Perſon or Perſons ſo offending, 
dealing, or bartering for the ſame ; any thing in this Act to the contrary not- 
withſtanding. And in caſe ſuch Perſon or Perſons, ſo offending, ſhall not be 
able to ſatisfie the ſame, then ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall be bound over by 


ſome one Juſtice of the Peace, and put in Security, either to appear 1 the * 
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Provincial or County-Court, where, upon Conviction, by Confeſſion, or ſufficient 
Witneſs, the Offender ſhall be puniſhed, by whipping on the bare Back with 
Thirty Stripes. | 

An p for the Aſcertaining and Limiting Servants Time of Servitude ; Be it En- 
ated by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That whoſoever ſhall 
tranſport any Servant into this Province without Indenture, ſuch Servant, being 
above the Age of Twenty two Years, ſhall be obliged to ſerve the full Time 
of Five Years; if between Eighteen and Twenty two, without Indentures, Six 
Years; if between Fifteen and Eighteen, and without Indentures, Seven 
Years ; if under Fifteen, without Indentures, ſhall ſerve till he or they arrive 
at the full Age of Twenty two Years. | 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, Thar all Servants, tranſported out of Virginia into this Province, ſhall 


compleat their Time of Servitude here, which they ought to have ſerved in 


Virgima, and no more. | | 

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, 
That every Maſter, Miſtreſs, Dame, Aſſignee, or Truſtee whatſoever, owning or 
keeping any ſuch Servants, as aforeſaid, whether by Virtue of "Tranſportation, 
Purchaſe, or otherwiſe, ſhall, within Six Months after the receiving ſuch Ser- 
vants into their Cuſtody within this Province, except he, ſhe, or they, claim 
but Five Years Service of ſuch Servants, bring the ſaid Servants into the re- 
ſpective County-Courts where they do inhabit, and every of the ſaid Courts are 
hereby authorized to judge and determine of the Age of ſuch Servant ſo brought, 
and cauſe the ſame to be entred upon Record ; and every Owner, as aforefaid. 
neglecting or refuſing to bring ſuch Servant or Servants before the Court, as 
aforeſaid, {hall not only ſtand to the Determination of the Court, but allo forfeit 
the Sum of One thouſand Pounds of Tobacco to the King, His Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, for the Support of Government: And if any Maſter or Servant afore- 
ſaid, be grieved with the Determination of the Court, he ſhall, within the 
Time determined for their Service, produce an authentick Certificate of ſuch 
Servant's Age, and ſhall have Remedy to the Ages aforementioned. 

AN p foraſmuch as Diſputes have aroſe formerly, at what Time Servant's 
Time of Servitude, whether by Indenture, or otherwiſe, ſhould commence ; 
Be it Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That all Ser- 
vants tranſported .into this Province, whether by Indenture, or otherwiſe, and 
ſo bound or adjudged, as aforeſaid, ſhall commence their Time of Servitude 
from the firſt Anchoring of the Veſſel within this Province: Provided, That the 
faid Veſſel tarry not above Fourteen Days after her Entry within the Capes, and 
her firſt Anchoring within this Province; and all the Days ſuch Ship or Veſ- 
ſel ſhall tarry in Virginia above Fourteen Days, ſhall be adjudged part of the 
Service of ſuch Servant which ſhall be afterwards brought into Maryland, and 
there ſold ; any Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom, to the contrary notwithſtanding.

Time than by his firſt Indenture, or Judgment of the Court, ſhall be limited

AN Þ be it further Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, That for all ſuch runaway Servants or Slaves, that ſhall be apprehended 
and taken up in the Province of Penh lvania, and thence brought into this Pro- 
vince, and delivered to a Magiſtrate of the County into which they ſhall be

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Maſter 
or Miſtreſs of any Servant whatſoever, or Overſeer, by Order or Conſent of 
any ſuch Maſter or Miſtreſs, ſhall deny, and not provide ſufficient Mear, 
Drink, Lodging, and Clothing, or ſhall unreaſonably burthen them, beyond 
their Strength, with Labour, or debar them of their neceſſary Reſt and Sleep, 
or exceſſively beat and abuſe them, or ſhall give them above Ten Laſhes for 
any one Offence, the ſame being ſufficiently proved before the Juſtices of the

Juſtice of the Peace, who hearing the Complaint, ſhall order ſuch Correction, 
as he ſhall ſee fir, not exceeding Thirty nine Laſhes for any one Offence. . 

ANp be it alſo Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Negroes, and 
other Slaves, already imported, or hereafter to be imported, in this Province, 
and all Children, now born, or hereafter to be born, of ſuch Negroes and 
Slaves, ſhall be Slaves during their Lives. 

Ap foraſmuch as many People have neglected to baptize their Negroes, 
or ſuffer them ro be baptized, on a vain Apprehenſion, that Negroes, by re- 
ceiving the Sacrament of Baptiſm, are manumitted, and ſet free: Be it hereby 
further Declared and Enacted by and with the Authority, Advice, and Conſent 
aforeſaid, That no Negro or Negroes, by receiving the Holy Sacrament of 
Baptiſm, is thereby manumitted, or ſet free, nor hath any Right or Title to 
Freedom, or Manumiſſion, more than he or they had before; any Law, Ulage, 
- or Cuſtom, to the contrary notwithſtanding, 7 Fine 

AN D be it further Enacted, That all Miniſters, Paſtors, and Magi- 
ſtrates, or other Perſons whatſoever, who, according to the Laws of this Pro- 
vince, do uſually joyn People in Marriage, ſhall not, upon any Pretence, joyn 
in Marriage any Negro whatſoever, or Mulatto Slave, with any White Perſon, 
on the Penalty of Five thouſand Pounds of Tobacco; the one Half to His Ma- 
jeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Uſe of the Free-Schools, the other Half 
to the Informer, or him or them that {ſhall ſue for the ſame ; to be recovered 
in any Court of Record of this Province, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, 
or Information, wherein no Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law, to be 
allowed. | fn 

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That any White 
Woman, whether Free, or a Servant, that ſhall ſuffer her ſelf to be begot with 
Child by a Negro, or other Slave, or Free Negro, ſo begot with Child, as afore- 
ſaid, if Free, ſhall become a Servant for and during the Term of Seven Years ; 
if a Servant, {hall finiſh her Time of Servitude, together with the Damage = 
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ſhall accrue to ſuch Perſon, to whom ſhe is a Servant, by Occaſion of any 
Child or Children, begotten, as aforeſaid, in the Time of her Servitude, as 
aforeſaid ; and after ſuch Satisfaction made, ſhall again become a Servant for

Ax be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That any Ser- 
a Baſtard-Child, and not able ſufficiently to prove 
the Party, charged to be the Begetter of ſuch Child, in every ſuch Caſe, 
the Mother of ſuch Child ſhall be liable to ſatisfie the Damage ſo ſu- 
ſtained, by Servitude, or otherwiſe, as the Court, before whom ſach Mat- 
ter is brought, ſhall ſee convenient : Provided, That where the Mother of 
any ſuch Child, as aforeſaid, do prove her Charge, by ſufficient Teſtimony of 
Witneſs, Confeſſion of the Party charged, or pregnant Circumſtances, agreeing

as aforeſaid, be able to prove, by ſuch Teſtimony, or Confeſſion of the Party 
charged, that he, being a ſingle Perſon, and a Freeman, did, before the Begetting 
of ſuch Child, 82 her Marriage, that then he ſhall be at his Choice, ei- 
ther to perform his Promiſe to her, or recompence her Abuſe, according as the

O RAS MUCH as at the Firſt Settlement of this Province the Heathen In- 
dian Enemies were ſo very numerous and barbarous, that both the Per- 
ſons, deſirous to purchaſe Lands, and to inhabit and ſettle on the ſame, and alſo 
the Surveyors appointed by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary to ſurvey 
and lay out ſuch Lands to the ſaid Perſons, were deterred from making ſo ſtrict 
a Scrutiny into the true Situation of the ſeveral Rivers, Creeks, and Branches of 
this Bay, ſo as to prevent the Interference of the Bounds limited and appointed 
by the faid Surveyors for each Tract, and for Settling the Courſes, or Meaſuring 
; the true Diſtances of Lines, directed to run to the ſeveral Trees or other Bounds 
then preſcribed, to limit and bound the ſeveral Tracts of Land; and alſo the 
Surveyors themſelves, ſo appointed, were too often both very ignorant and negli- 
gent in performing their Duty therein; and alſo foraſmuch as the bounded Trees 
by them formerly bounded, (for very many of the ſaid former Surveyors 


are dead) are fo far loſt and forgotten, that no Remains or Memory are left — 
. ; the 
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the ſame, and the other Boundaries, either of Bays, Rivers, Creeks, or 
Branches, as alſo of Courſes and Diſtances, ſo darkly and unskiltully expreſſed, 
that many great Controverſies and Suits have been, and are daily moved there- 
upon, and no certain Method as yet being preſcribed for the ſpeedy Determi- 
nation thereof, but a Courſe at Common Law, -and Tryals by Juries in the 
Provincial-Court, which Juries, having never had any View of the Lands in de- 
bate, ſo as to be made ſenſible of the true Situation of them, whereby the 
true Intent and Meaning of the dark and unskiltul Expreſſions of the aforeſaid - 
Surveys are the better to be underſtood, cannot poſſibly give a juſt Verdict 
thereupon, which occaſions moſt common and frequent Appeals to the Superiour 
Courts, and vaſt additional Charges thereby accruing, Inſupportable to the In- 
habitants of this Province, eſpecially the poorer Sort, who are thereby fre- 
quently ruined, or very much impoveriſhed, and many times forced to relin- 
quiſh and give up their juſt Rights to their moſt potent litigious Adverſaries, 
rather than ſuffer the loſs of Time, Fatigue, and Expence of a long Journey, and 
longer and more tedious Attendance : And foraſmuch as the Multitude of Caſes, 
varying in their ſeveral Circumſtances, will not admit of any General Rules to 
be preſcribed, whereby the Court and Jury may adjudge of and determine the 
Matter in Controverſy; Therefore this preſent General Aſſembly do pray, that 
it may be Enacted, And be it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by 
and with the Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty s Governor, Council, and Aſ- 
ſembly of this Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That Five Perſons in 
each reſpective County of this Province, who are beſt skilled in the Art of Sur- 
veying, and beſt acquainted with the Nature and Deſign of former Surveys, ſuch 
as the Governor and Council, for the time being, ſhall ſee proper, {hall be 
Commiſſionated and Impowered, under the Great Seal uſed in this Province, 
by the Governor for the time being, who by Virtue thereof, and the Authority 
of this Act, ſhall or may, with or without Adjournment, from time to time, 
meet, and ſummarily, and without the Formalities of Proceedings uſed in Courts 
of Law or Equity, by Teſtimony of Witnefles upon Oath, Examination of Par- 


ties intercſted, or by all or any of the ſaid Ways, or otherwiſe, at their Diſcretion, 


from time to time, to hear and determine all Differences and Controverſies, 
which hereafter ſhall or may happen in their ſeveral and reſpective Counties, be- 
tween any Perſons therein, of, for, touching, or concerning the Bounds and Meets 
of Land only; which ſaid Commiſſioners {hall take the following Oath : | 


1 A. B. do Swear, That I will Juſtly and Truly Execute the 
"Powers and Authorities in this Act contained, and according 
to the beſt of my Knowledge, without Favour or Affection to any 


of the Parties concerned. ; 
So Help me G OD. 


AND for that it may be highly neceſſary, that certain Times be appointed 
for the ſaid Commiſſioners to meet at a certain Place, whereto all Perſons 
agrieved may repair to make Application for Redreſs; Be it Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall appoint certain Days, and 
make Publication thereof, whereon to meet at the Court-Houſe in each re- 
ſpective County; at which Day and Place the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any Three 
or more of them, upon Complaint made by any Perſon, touching any Difference 
or Diſpute, concerning the Bounds or Limits of any Tra& or Tracts of Land, 
lying and being within their reſpective Counties, ſhall appoint a certain Day or 
Days, on which the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any Three of them, at the 
leaſt, nor being any ways related to either Complainant or Defendant, either by 
Conſanguinity or Afſinity, or any ways intereſted in ſuch Diſpute, unleſs by mu- 
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tual Conſent of both the ſaid Parties, ſhall go upon the Land in Diſpute; and 
view and conſider the Premiſles. | 1 75 5 
AN p for the better Enabling the ſaid Commiſſioners to proceed with Effect 
in the ſaid Cauſes; Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That upon a Pe- 
tition or Complaint, made to the ſaid Commiſſioners in Writing, by any Perſon or 
Perſons any ways concerned in ſuch diſputable Bounds, that it ſhall and may 
be lawful 2 any one of the ſaid Commiſſioners to grant Summons in Writing, 
to be directed to the Party or Parties therein mentioned, and alſo to any Witneſs 
and Witneſſes, or His Majeſty's Surveyor of the ſaid County for the time 
being, to be and appear before the ſaid Commiſſioners at a Day and Place therein 
to be perfixed, the Service whereof in ſuch Manner and Form, as is uſually al- 
lowed to be good Service in Caſes of Subpena, ſhall be accounted to be good 
Service in the Caſes aforeſaid ; and that upon Appearance or Default of any 
Perſon or Perſons, intereſted in any manner, as aforeſaid, upon Oath thereof

Ay be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if the Surveyor 
of the County aforeſaid, ſhall wilfully forbear or delay to be and appear, accord- 
ing to the Tenor of the ſaid Summons, ſuch Surveyor, ſo wilfully refuſing or 
delaying, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch Offence, Five hundred Pounds of Tobacco 
to the King's Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, for Support of Government; to be 
recovered in any Court of Record, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or In- 
formation, wherein no Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law, to be allowed: 
And if any Witneſs, ſo ſummoned, ſhall negle& to appear at the Time and 
Place notified, or ſhall, when appearing, refuſe to give his or their Evidence, 
it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Commiſſioners to iſſue Attachment againſt him, 
her, or them, to cauſe him to come, or commit ſuch Witneſs, for ſuch their 
Obſtinacy, until they give their Evidence, as the Caſe may require. And for 
the better Diſcovery of the true Bounds of the Lands in Diſpute, the Commiſ- 
ſioners, or any Three of them, as aforeſaid, being upon the Land, may cauſe 
the ſaid Lands, and alſo any other adjacent Lands, for their better Information, 
to be ſurveyed ; and having duly and impartially conſiderd, as well the Proofs 
and Allegations of both Parties, as all other Circumſtances neareſt concurring, 
with the true Intent, Deſign, and Meaning of the Original Surveyors, ſhall then 
and there determine and aſcertain the Limits and Bounds of the ſaid Lands in 
Diſpute, as they, or the major Part of them, then and there preſent, ſhall ad- 
judge moſt Juſt and Reaſonable, and cauſe the ſame Lands, in their Preſence, 
to be new marked out, with ſuch Marks and Bounds, as to them ſhall be ad- 
judged moſt plain and durable, and cauſe Three fair Plats, and Certificates 
thereof, to be made by the ſaid Surveyor ; Two thereof for the contending Par- 
ties, and the other to be fairly entred in a Book for that purpoſe, to be provided

Ax p for aſcertaining what Fees the Surveyor ſhall receive; Be it Enacted 
by the Authority aforeſaid, That for all ſuch Surveys, which in this Caſe ſhall 
be made, the ſid Surveyor ſhall have ſuch Fees, as by Law are ſettled for pri- 
mitive Surveys ;- but if in caſe it ſhall be found needful to ſurvey and run out One 
or more Lines of any adjacent Lands, that then the Surveyor, for every ſuch 
Line or Lines by him run, ſhall have only a Quarter of a Pound of Tobacco 
per Perch, and no more: And if it ſhall ſo happen, that the King's Surveyor of 
the County ſhall be either a Perſon intereſted in any of the ſaid Diſputes, or related 
to either Party, or that any juſt Exceptions be made againſt him, and allowed by 
the ſaid Commiſſioners ; then the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall appoint ſome other 
Skilful and honeſt Perſon in his ſtead to perform that Service. 

AN p for the better Diſpatch of Buſineſs by the ſaid Commiſſioners ; Be it 
Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Commiſſioners may, by their 
Wiſdoms and Diſcretions, order and ſettle ſuch juſt Fees and Rewards for ſuch 
Clerk, and other Officers and Aſſiſtants, as they ſhall judge neceſſary to be by 
them appointed and imploy'd ; all which faid Officers and Aſſiſtants ſo appoint- 
ed, as aforeſaid, ſhall give their due Attendance at the Time and Place appoint- 
ed, and do and perform ſuch Services, in Furtherance of this Act, as ſhall be 
then and there directed them by the ſaid Commiſſioners, under ſuch Penalties, as 
by the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall be adjudged, not exceeding One hundred Pounds 
of Tobacco, to be levied by Way of Execution, to the Uſe of the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſioners, on the Body, Goods, and Chattels, of each of ſuch Offenders. 

AN p for the more effectual paves this A& in Execution; Be it fur- 
ther Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent aforeſaid, That Sheriffs, Coroners, and Conſtables, within this 
Province, and other the Officers aforeſaid, ſhall pay as due Obedience to any 
Precept whatſoever, that ſhall be directed to any of them from the Commil- 
ſioners aforeſaid, as to any other Precept whatſoever, and ſhall be under like 
Pains or Penalties, for diſobeying or contemning thereof, and ſhall in all Things 
be aiding and aſſiſtng to ſuch Commiſſioners in their ſeveral Offices, as they are or 
ought to be to their ſeveral and reſpective County-Courts, or to any ſingle Juſtice 
thereof; for all which Services by ſuch Sheriffs or Coroners, to be performed by 
virtue of this A&, they ſhall be allowed Half the Fees that are allowed them by 
Law in other Cafes for ſuch like Services, and ſhall not charge or exact more, 
on Pain of incurring the Penalties directed by the Act for Limitation of Offi- 


cers Fees, againſt the Offenders thereof. 


AND to prevent the {aid Commiſſioners from being moleſted and diſturbed 
in the Execution of their Commiſſion ; Be it further Enacted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That if any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, {hall preſume to moleſt, 
diſturb, or obſtruct the ſaid Commiſſio ners, Surveyor, or any other Officer or 
Aſſiſtant, in Performance of their Duty aforeſaid, in any Caſe, within the Di- 


rection of this Act, ſhall forfeit and pay to our Sovereign Lord the King, His 


Heirs 
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Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Support of Government, the Sum of One thouſand 
Pounds of Tobacco, to be recovered in any Court of Record within this Pro- 
vince, wherein no Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law, ſhall be allowed. 
Ap be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Suit or 
Action be commenced or proſecuted againſt any Perſon or Perſons, for what 
he or they ſhall do, in purſuance of the Execution of this Act, ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons, ſo ſued, may plead the General Iſſue, and upon any Iſſue joined, may 
give the Special Matter in Evidence; and if the Plaintiff ſhall diſcontinue his 
Suit or Judgment paſt againſt him, the Defendant or Defendants ſhall recover 
his or their Double Coſts for his or their unjuſt Vexation : Provided always, 
That if either of the ſaid Parties, diſputing Bounds, as aforeſaid, ſhall find him- 
ſelfagrieved by any ſuch Order, Determination, and Decree, as aforeſaid, it ſhall and 
may be lawful for the Perſon ſo agrieved, to make Application tothe Governor for 
the time being, for a Special Commiſſion, to be directed to Three Perſons inha- 
biting within this Province, whereof One to be of His Majeſty's Council, or one of 
the Juſtices of the Provincial-Court, and the other Two to be well skilled in the 
Art of Surveying, and of good Character, ſuch as the Governor ſhall think fit to ap-

And alſo Provided, That where any Bounds of Lands have been already ſet- 
tled and determined by any Law Suits, Arbitrations, or otherwiſe, ſuch Deter- 
mination appearing on Record, the ſame, ſo ſettled and determined, ſhall 
remain and continue Unalterable, and no. ways ſubje& to any View. or Re- 
view of the Commiſſioners appointed by this Law. And that ic ſhall and may 
be lawful for the Provincial-Court of this Province, to hear and determine all 
Actions of Treſpaſs and Ejectments already depending before them, or which 
ſhall be commenced before the Firſt Day of” June, One thouſand ſeven hundred 


and ſixteen; any thing in this Act to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

And further, That this Act, nor any Clauſe therein contained, ſhall be of Force, 

or put in Execution, within any the Counties of this Province, until the Firſt 

Day of June, in the Year of our Lord God, Seventeen hundred and ſixteen, 

or continue in Force longer than Three Years, after the ſaid Firſt Day of June,

An Act for the Speedy Recovery of Small Debts out of the Court, 
before a Single Juſtice of the Peace. 5 


ORASMU CH as it is requiſite, that there be ſome Remedy for the 
Recovery of Small Debts, whereof the Courts of Judicature have no Juriſ- 
dition ; Be it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of this 
Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That in all ſuch Caſes, where the 
real Debt or Damages doth not exceed Four hundred Pounds of Tobacco, or 
Thirty three Shillings and Four Pence in Money, it ſhall and may be lawful 
for any One Juſtice of the Peace of each reſpective County, wherein the Debtor 


doth reſide, to hear, try, and determine the Matter of Controverſy between the 


Debtor and Creditor, and upon full hearing of the Allegations of both Parties, 
ſhall give Judgment accordingly ; and if need be, charge the Conſtable with 


the Body of the Debtor in Execution, who is N obliged and impowered to 


carry the Perſon, ſo committed, to the Sheriff of the County, together with a 
Certificate or Mittimus from ſuch Juſtice, wherein ſhall be certified the Debt 
and Coſts whereof ſuch Perſon ſhall be convict, to be by him ſafely kept, until Satis- 
faction, or other end thereof; or otherwiſe, that ſuch Juſtice ſhall award Exe- 
cution on ſuch his Judgment, directed to the Sheriff of the County, by Warrant 
or Mittimus, in the nature of a Capias ad ſatisfaciendum, Fieri facias, or other- 
wiſe ; and that in caſe, uponthe Return of any Warrant, or any Complaint, iſſued 
by any ſuch Juſtice, it appear, that the Perſons againſt whom the ſame 
ſhall iſſue, is not found, it ſhall and may be lawful for the Creditor to 
proceed in the ſeveral and reſpective County- Courts for the obtaining an Attach- 
ment, according to the Directions of the Act for ſuing out Attachments in this 
Province, and — the Extent of them, againſt the Goods, Chattels, and 
Credits of ſuch Perſon, for any Sum, exceeding Two hundred Pounds of To- 
bacco, or Sixteen Shillings and Eight Pence in Money; any thing in the Act, 
for the better Adminiſtration of Juſtice in the ſeveral Courts of this Province, 


and for ſpeedy Recovery of Debts, Gc. or any other Law to the contrary not- 
withſtanding.

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An Act, Providing what ſhall be good Evidence to prove Foreign 
and other Debts ; and to prevent Vexatious and Unneceſſary 
Suits at Law ; and Pleadmg Diſcounts m Bar. 


E it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aﬀembly of this Province, 

and the Authority of the ſame, That all Debts or Records, whether by Judgment, 
Recognizance, Deed inrolled, and upon Record, the Exemplification thereof, un- 
der the Seal of the Courts where the ſaid Judgment was given, or was recorded, 
ſhall be a ſufficient Evidence to prove the ſame ; and that all other Debts, by 
Bonds, Bills, Accounts, or otherwiſe, that ſhall, from or after the Publication 
hereof, be ſent hither, to be put in Suit againſt any Perſon whatſoever, living or 
reſiding within this Province, ſhall be proved by the Oaths of the mmm 
| | thereto, 
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thereto, before a Notary Publick, or other Officer, lawfully authorized thereto, 
of the County or Place whereſoever it ſhall happen the ſaid Bonds or Bills 
thall be ſent Nom ; at which Time and Place, and before which Notary Publick, 
or other publick Officer, ſhall be preſent the Creditors, who ſhall then likewiſe, 
before ſuch Publick Ys or other publick Officer of the Place, ſo authorized, 
upon his Corporal Oath, declare the ſaid Debt, or any Part thereof, ſaving what 
the ſaid Creditor gives credit for, is not ſatisfied, or that there are not any other 
Accounts between the ſaid Creditor and Debtor, by which the ſaid Creditor may 
be likewiſe indebted to the ſaid Debtor to the Value of the ſaid Debt, or any 
Part thereof, for any Matter or Thing accrued ſince the Date of the ſaid Bond, 
Bill, or Inſtrument, or whether the ſaid Creditor hath not given the ſaid Debtor 
any Releaſe for the ſame, to be ſent together with the Proofs, from under 
the Hands and Seals of the ſaid Notary Publick, or other publick Officer thereunto 
1 which if the Creditor ſhall retuſe or neglect to perform or do, then 
the ſaid Matter or Thing, by the ſaid Publick Notary, or other Officer, ſo by 
them certified, as aforeſaid, ſhall not be received as Evidence to prove the ſaid 
Debt; and if the ſaid Creditor be dead, and his Executors or Adminiſtrators ſue 
ſuch Bond, Bill, Account, or otherwiſe ſue any Debtor for the ſame, the Exe- 
cutor or Adminiſtrator, in like manner, before ſuch Notary Publick, or other 
Officer for that purpoſe appointed, ſhall ſet forth and declare upon their Oath, 
whether or no they have not heard the Creditor in his life-time acknowlege that 
Debt, or any or what Part thereof to be ſatisfied, or whether or not, upon Sight 
of the Creditor's Books, Writings, or Accounts, they have not often ſeen Cre- 
dit given to the Debtor ſince the Day of making the ſaid Bills, Bonds, or Be- 
innings of the Accounts ſo ſued for; all which, in like manner, is to be certi- 
ed by the Publick Notary, or other Officer thereunto appointed, under his Hand 
and Seal, to be ſent along to this Country, together with the Teſtimony of the 
Witneſſes that have teſtified to the ſaid Bonds, Bills, Accounts, or otherwiſe ; 
all which, if the ſaid Executor or Adminiſtrator refuſe or negle& todo, then the ſaid 
Matter or Thing, by the Publick Notary, or other Officer, appointed, as aforc- 
faid certified, ſhall not be received in Evidence for Valid againſt the Debtor. 

AN Þ be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all and every the Attorney 
or Attorneys, who ſhall be imployed in the Proſecution of ſuch Suits, ſhall put in 
Security to pay the Defendant all ſuch Coſts and Charges, as ſhall be by the 
Defendant in that caſe expended, in caſe the Plaintiff be caſt in the Suit. 

AND to the end that no honeſt Debtor, who hath not fled from the Place or 
County where he contracted his Debt, nor wilfully abſconded himſelf, or fled 
from Juſtice, ſhall be ſurprized by unneceſſary and vexatious Suits at Law; Be 
it Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That no Perſon 
whatſoever, reſiding or trading in or to this Province, their Executors, Admini- 
ſtrators, Agents, Factors, or Aſſigns, ſhall, for any Sum or Sums of Tobacco 
or Money, due or owing to him by Account upon Book, or otherwiſe, (and for 
which the Debtor hath not paſt his Hand and Seal to ſuch his Creditor ) ſue and 
implead ſuch Debtor, his Executors or Adminiſtrators, in any Court of Record 
within this Province, unleſs he ſhall firſt demand or require the fame of ſuch 
Debtor, proper Perſon, or otherwiſe, at the Habitation or Place of Reſidence of 
the ſaid Debtor in the County where he ſhall dwell ; to prove which Demand, 
the Creditor or Demandant's own Oath ſhall be ſufficient: And it the Debtor 
be not at home to be ſpoke with, then ſuch Demandant ſhall leave a Note, un- 
der the Hand of ſuch Creditor or Demandant, or thoſe he ſhall impower to re- 
ceive the ſame, what time, and to whom the ſame ſhall be paid; and if there- 
upon the ſame be not paid accordingly, then it ſhall and may be lawful for ſuch 
Creditor to ſue and implead ſuch his Debtor, and recover againſt him all ſuch 
Coſts and Damages, as upon Legal Tryal in any Court of this Province, having 
Cognizance of the Cauſe, ſhall be adjudged, as before the making this Act. 


But in caſe any Perſon or Perſons ſhall ſue and implead ſuch his Debtor, as

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aforeſaid, without making Demand, as aforeſaid, and the Debtor plead, that the 


Debt was never demanded ; by ſuch Plea, the Debtor {hall be taken to admit

againſt him, that the Plaintiff ſhall loſe his own Coſts, and pay Coſts of ſuch 
Tryal to the Defendant ; yet the ſaid Plaintiff ſhall have Judgment to recover his 
80 or Damages for which he ſues, and for ſo much thereof as appears due upon

Ax p be it further Enacted, That if any Debtor or Debtors be ſued by any 
Creditor or Creditors for any Sum or Sums of Money or Tobacco, due upon 
the Debtor's Aſſumption, or due by Bill, or Bond, under the Hand and Seal 
of the ſaid Debtor, and the Debtor confeſs the Aſſumption, or ſuch Part thereof 
as he ſhall think fit to plead Diſcount to, and acknowledge his Act and Deed; 


bur ſaith farther, that he hath an Account of his own againſt the Creditor, that 


hath ariſen due to the Debtor ſince the paſſing ſuch Bill or Bond, or after ſuch 
Aſſumption, as aforeſaid, which he deſires may be diſcounted ; it thall and may 
be lawtul for the Juſtices before whom ſuch Matter ſhall be depending, upon

Provided nevertheleſs, That nothing in this A& contained, ſhall be 
conſtrued to give the ſaid Provincial-Court any other Juriſdiction, than what is 
agreeable to the Act of Aſſembly for Relieving the Inhabitants of this Province from 
ſome Agrievances in the Proſecution of Suits at Law; any thing herein contained 
to the contrary notwithſtanding. Provided nevertheleſs, Thar if the Defendant 
will traverſe ſuch Proof, and put it upon the Country for Proof, it ſhall be allow- 


ed him ſo to do. | 


AND be it likewiſe Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That an Account of 
Goods fold, Work done, Money lent, and ſuch other Articles, as lye properly 
in an Account, and ſworn to by the Plaintiff in any Action brought, or by the 
Defendant in his Defence, againſt all or any Part of the Plaintiff's Claim, before 
ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, as aforeſaid, and that no Part or Parcel thereof is paid, 
other than what is taken notice of in the ſaid Oaths, ſhall be received as Evi- 
dence to prove the Fact in any Court of this Province. Provided, That any 
Plaintiff or Defendant in any Action, againſt whom ſuch Oath; is given for 
Evidence, ſhall be at his Liberty to traverſe ſuch Oath, by giving Evidence, 
other than himſelf, againſt it, to invalidate the ſame ; and the Court or Jury 
that try the Cauſe, ſhall judge by that which appears to them the fulleſt and 
faireſt Evidence.

Honourable Charles Lord Baltemore, imtil the Twenty Muth

WE ER E AS by ſundry Laws heretofore made, there has been a Duty 
VV of Twelve Pence per Hogſhead laid on Tobacco, made payable to the 
late Right Honourable Charles Lord Baltemore, during his natural Life, in Conſi- 
dieration of his taking Tobacco. at Two Pence per Pound, in lieu for his Quit 
Rents and Fines for Alineation: And whereas his Lordſhip is now deceaſed, 
whereby the Continuance of that Impoſt on the former Laws determines; not- 
withſtanding which, there have been divers Sums collected by his late Lord- 
ſhip's Officers, as by virtue of that Law, before Notice of the Determination 
thereof by his late Lordſhip's Deceaſe; and for that it is thought neceſſary by 
the preſent General Aſſembly, as well to declare and aſcertain the Uſes of the 
Money that has been fo received, as to continue the Payment thereof this pre- 
ſent Shipping; Be it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with 
the Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of 
this Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That the ſaid Duty of Twelve 
Pence per Hogſhead, formerly paid to the Lord Proprietary, on the Conſideration 
aforeſaid, be continued, collected, and received, in the ſame manner, as it ought to 
have been collected in his Lordſhip's life-time, until the Twenty ninth Day of

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An Act, Aſcertaming the Gauge and Tare of Tobacco Hogſheads ; 
and to prevent Croppmg and Defacing Tobacco taken on 
Board Ships or Veſſels upon Freight ; and for laying Impoſi- 
tions on Tobacco by the Hogſhead, for the Support of Govern- 
ment ; and for the Encouragmg Settlements m this Province, 
by Aſcertammg the Manner nd Paying tbe Alienations, Fines, 
and Quit Rents, to the Lord Proprietory of this Provmce, on 
the Conditions therein mentioned. 1 


ORASMU CH as the Laws heretofore made for Aſcertaining the Gauge 
of Tobacco yr — have in great meaſure proved ineffectual, either 
tor want of laying ſufficient Penalties upon the Offenders, or of proper Methods to 
infli them, but more eſpecially, as it ſeems to this preſent General Aſſembly, 
by requiring a Complyance with ſuch a Gauge, as has been found by Experience 
to tend to -= Ruin of ſuch Traders as were ſtrict Obſervers of it, the Generalit 
ofour Tobacco being of ſo light and chaffy a nature, that it has been found wholy im- 
racticable, and in a manner impoſſible to pack or prize ſo much of it into a Hog- 
head of the late Gauge of Thirty Inches inthe Diameter of the Head, as would ſut- 
fice for the Payment of Freight, and other Charges ariſing thereon, the Freighters 
of ſuch ſmall Hogſheads having been frequently brought in Debt by the Smallneſs of 
theQuantity of Tobacco contained therein, to the great Damage of the Tobacco 
Trade, particularly of the Fair Traders therein, which ſeems in a manner to have 
brought the lateſt of the afore-mentioned Laws almoſt into a general contempt, it 
being rather more Miſchievous to the Freighters to be brought in Debt by their ſtrict 
Obſervance of that Gauge, than to loſe their Tobacco here for exceeding it: For 
Remedy whereof for the future; Be it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Coun- 
cil, and Aſſembly of this Province, and the Authority of the ſanie, That from 
and after the Twenty ninth Day of September next, it ſhall and may be lawful 
for any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, ſuſpe&ing, diſcovering, or knowing of 
any Hogſhead.or Hogſheads of Tobacco, that ſhall exceed Forty eight Inches in 
the Length of the Stave, or Thirty two Inches in the Diameter of the Head, with- 
in the Croze, or that ſhall exceed Thirty ſeven Inches Diameter in the Bulge, 
on any Accident or Pretence whatſcever, (Thirty fix Inches Diameter inthe Bulge 
being ſuppoſed a competent Gauge) to call to his Aſſiſtance any Juſtice of the 
Peace, Sheriff, Veſtryman, or Church-Warden, living or reſiding within the 
County where ſuch Tobacco ſhall be ſuſpeted, known, or diſcovered, and to 
enter into any Houſe, Ware-houſe, Ship, Boat, or other Veſſel, and there, in 
the Preſence of ſuch Juſtice, or other Officer aforeſaid, who are hereby required 
to be preſent, aiding, and aſſiſting to ſuch Informer therein, to ſeize and mark 
with a Broad Arrow every ſuch Hogſhead or Hogſheads of Tobacco as ſuch 
Informer ſhall requeſt ſuch Juſtice or other Officer to view, on Suſpicion of ex- 
ceeding the Gage aforeſaid; and alſo that ſuch Juſtice or other Officer, on Re-

AN p be it further Enacted, That in caſe any of the Juſtices of the County- 
Court, any Sheriff, Coroner, Veſtryman, or Church-Warden, who, upon Applica- 
tion made by any Informer, ſhall, without lawful Excuſe or Impediment, retuſe or 
delay to perform what is required of them by this Act, the Juſtice or Officer ſo

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Perſon or

AN p be it further Enacted, That if any Perſon or Perſons, ſhall, after the 
End of this Seſſion of Aſſembly, pay, or tender to pay, any packed Hogſhead 
of Tobacco, whereof the full Weight of the empty Hogſhead, or the full 
Weight within Five Pounds, is not cut or marked on the Bulge of ſuch Hog- 


ſhead, and be thereof convict in manner aforeſaid, he or they ſo convict, as 
. | afore- 
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foreſaid, ſhall forfeit, for every ſuch Hogſhead or Hogſheads, not having the Weight 
ſet thereon, as aforeſaid, the Sum of Six hundred Pounds of Tobacco; the one Half 
thereof to our Sovereign Lord the King, His Heirs and Succeflors, toward the De- 
fraying the Charge of the County where ſuch Offence ſhall be committed, the 
other Half to the Informer, or him or them that ſhall ſue for the ſame ; to be 
recovered in ſuch County-Court, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Informa- 
tion, wherein no Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law to be allowed. 

AND for the better Aſcertaining what ſhall be allowed for the Value of a

AND whereas the Inhabitants of this Province, that ſhip their Tobacco on 
Board Ships and other Veſſels upon Freight, are much abuſed, by Cropping, Cut- 
ting, Leſſening, and Diminiſhing of the Hogſheads, wherein ſuch Tobacco is 
packed, by the Maſters of Ships or other Veſſels, or by other Perſons under 
their Command and Government : For Remedy whereof for the future ; Be it 
Enacted by the Authority, Advice, and Conſent aforeſaid, That if any Maſter of 
a Ship or other Veſſel, within this Province, after the End of this preſent Seſſion 
of Aſſembly, ſhall receive any Hogſhead or Hogſheads of Tobacco on Board his 
{ſaid Ship or Veſſel, on Freight, and ſhall, either by himſelf, or any other 
Officer or Perſon on Board his ſaid Ship or Veſlel under his Command, cut, or

Length or Breadth, abuſed, defaced, or impaired, to be proved by the Oath of 
any ſufficient Perſon, to whom the Tobacco is conſigned in Great Britain, or 
other ſufficient Witneſs, taken before any Magiſtrate, and a Certificate thereof 
made by any Notary Publick or Magiſtrate, and ſent hither under his Hand and 
Seal, or by any other legal Proof whatſoever, made in this Province, or elſe- 
where, ſhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Six hundred Pounds of Tobacco, or 
Fifty Shillings, to the Party grieved ; to be recovered in any Court of Record 
in this Province, againſt ſuch Maſter, or his Security, by Action of Debt, or 
on the Caſe, within Seven Years after the Date of the Bill or Bills of Loading 
of ſuch Tobacco. 

AN p be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Security or Secu- 
rities of any Maſter of a Ship or Veſſel within this Province, ſhall be liable to 
make Satisfaction, according to this Act, for the Cropping, Cutting, Abuſing, 
Defacing, and Impairing of any Hogſhead or Hogſheads of Tobacco, as afores+ 
ſaid, and proſecuted for the ſame in any Court of Record within this Province, 
that can hold Plea thereof ; and that every Naval Officer within this Province, 
mall, on Pain of Fifty Shillings, certifie under his Hand and Seal, who are the 
Security or Securities of any ſuch Maſter; which ſhall be a ſufficient Evidence 
in any Court of Record, where ſuch Action is commenced, to prove, who are 
the Security or Securities of any ſuch Maſter ; for which Certificate, the Naval 
Officer may have and receive One Shilling, and no more: And that the ſe- 
veral and reſpective Naval Officers within this Province, ſhall hang a fair Copy 
of this Law in their reſpective Offices, for the Peruſal of all Maſters of Ships and 
Veſſels ; the Naval Officer to have and receive for the ſaid Copy, One hundred 
Pounds of Tobacco, to be allowed in the County Levy. | 

AND foraſmuch as by the Enlargement of Tobacco Hogſheads from the late 
Gauge of Thirty Inches in the Diameter of the Head to this preſent Gauge, a 
large Quantity of Tobacco will be exported in each Hogſhead, whereby the 
ſeveral Duties and Impoſitions on Tobacco by the Hogſhead will be evidently 
Retrenched and Leſlened, unleſs a juſt Regard be had to the ENCES of 
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them in their uſual Worth and Value, which this preſent General Aſſembly is 
highly obliged to, thoſe Duties being generally apply d to the Support of Govern- 
ment, and for other the moſt important Affairs of this Province: And that 
therefore it is not only juſt, but neceſſary, that the Duties upon the Hogſheads, 
which ſhall be of the Gauge herein directed, ſhould be in ſome ſort enlarged; 
roportionably to the Enlargement of the ſaid Gauge; It is therefore moſt hum- 
ly prayed, that the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to 
grant, that it may be Enacted, And be it Enacted by His ſaid Majeſty, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſem- 
bly of this -Province, and the Authority of the ſame, That from and after the 
Twenty ninth Day of September next, there ſhall be raiſed, levied, collected, 
and paid, to the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, for 
the Support of His Government for the time being, in and over this His Pro- 
vince of Maryland, and the Territories to the ſame belonging, for every Hog-

A p be it further Enacted, that the ſaid Duty and Impoſition ſhall be, from 
time to time, paid and ſatisfied by the Maſter or Maſters of every ſuch Ship or 
Veſlel reſpectively, in which any ſuch Tobacco ſhall be exported, upon his or 


their clearing or taking out his or their Diſpatch or Diſpatches for po ſuch re- 


ſpective Ship or Veſſel, and before the Departure of ſuch Ship of Veſſel. And 
the Maſter or Maſters of every ſuch Ship or Veſſel, coming into this Province, 
ſhall, at their firſt Arrival here, and before their loading on Board any Goods or 
Commodities of the Growth and Production, or Manufacture of this Province, 
give good and ſufficient Security to his Excellency, or the Officer thereunto 


eſpecially appointed, for the Payment of the ſaid Duty or Impoſition ac-

A 8 whereas this yon General Aſſembly, on Notice of the Deceaſe of 
the Right Honourable Charles Eord Baltemore, late Proprietary of this Province, 
have made their humble Application to the Right Honourable Benedict Leonard 
Lord Baltemore, preſent Lord Proprietary thereof, that he would be favourably 


pleaſed to accept of his Rents and Fines for Alienations, in Tobacco at Two Pence 


Sterling per Pound, in ſuch Manner, and on ſuch Condition and Terms, as his Noble 
Anceſtors have heretofore done, for the greaterEaſe to their Tenants in the Pay- 
ment of their Rents, and the better to encourage the Cultivation and Settlement 
of the remoter Parts of this their Proprietorſhip : And foraſmuch as the Gratuity, 
formerly ſettled on his ſaid Lordſhip's Anceſtors for ſuch their Favours, was 
raiſed by an Impoſt of Twelve Pence on the Exportation of every Hogſhead of 
Four hundred Pounds of Tobacco, which Impoſt is determined by the Death of 
the faid late Lord Proprietary, fo that at preſent his Lordſhip's Rents are pay- 
able in Money : But foraſmuch as to continue the Payment thereof in Money 


would be wholy impracticable, from the great Scarcity of it among us, and that 


it would not only tend much to the Diſappointment of his Lordſhip in the Receipt 
of his Rents, but alſo to the Oppreſſion of ſuch Tenants, as ſhould hold their Lands 
under Conditions of ſuch punctual Payments, as the Tenour of their Grants re- 
quires, and to the Diſinheriting many, who would be obliged to ſurrender their 
Eſtates for want of Ability to comply therewith, which in all Probability would put 
a great Check to the future Cultivation of the Remote and Foreſt Lands of this 
Province, and be a Cauſe to ſeveral of thoſe remoter Inhabitants to deſert their 
(yet but poor ) Improvements, to the Leflening the Revenue of the Crown,

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and Diſcouraging the Enlargement of His Majeſty's Dominions in theſe Parts; 
all which Inconveniencies this preſent General Aſſembly moſt earneſtly deſire 
may be Provided againſt, And foraſmuch as the Quantiry of Tobacco, now 
uſually exported, or which may be exported in a Hogſhead of the Gauge by 
this Act ſettled, exceeds the Quantity which was commonly reputed to be the 
Contents of a Hogſhead, at the Time when the aforeſaid Twelve Pence per

It is moſt Humbly pray'd, that it may be Enacted, And be it Enacted by the King's 

oft Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of His Majeſty's 
N Council, and Aſſembly of this Province, and the Authority of the 
ſame, That from and after the Twenty ninth Day of September next, there ſhall be 
raiſed, levied, and collected, for every Hogſhead of Tobacco that ſhall be ſhipped 
in any Ship or Veſſel to be exported out of this Province, or any the Territories, 
Iſlands, Ports, Rivers, Creeks, or Places thereunto belonging, the Sum of 
Eighteen Pence Sterling ; and for every Hundred Weight of Tobacco in Box, 
Cheſt, Barrel, or Caſe, Three Pence Sterling, and fo, pro rato, for a greater or 
leſſer Quantity, to the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, 
for the Uſes hereafter mentioned, over and above the aforeſaid Fifteen Pence 
per Hogſhead herein before impoſed, in lieu and ſtead of the Twelve Pence 
Sterling formerly impoſed on every Hogſhead, and apply'd to the Uſe of the

Which ſaid Bond, taken in Form aforeſaid, if by the County-Court, the Commiſ- 

ſioners thereof ſhall yearly tranſmit the ſame unto the Secretary's Office, within 
Two Months after the taking thereof: In Default whereof, the Commiſſioners 
of any County-Court, taking ſuch Bond, and not cauſing the ſame to be ſo tran- 
ſcribed, within the time aforeſaid, ſhall forfeit to His Majeſty, His Heirs and 
Succeſſors, Fifteen hundred Pounds of Tobacco; the one Halt whereof ſhall be 
applied to the Support of Government, and the other Half to the Informer, or 
fuch Perſon that will ſue for the ſame ; to be recovered in the Provincial Court 
of this Province, wherein no Eſſoign, Protection, or Wager of Law, ſhall be 
allowed.

this Province, and the Authority of the ſame; That the Juſtices of the Peace 
in every reſpective County of this Province, at the Firſt County-Court held 
after Micha, {hall appoint Conſtables in each hundred of their ſeveral and 
reſpective Counties; and the ſaid Conſtables, ſo appointed, ſhall, before they 
enter into that Office, take the ſeveral Oaths appointed to be taken by all Officers 
by the Acts of Aſſembly of this Province, and the Oath of a Conſtable; in Form 
following: That is to ſay ; 


OU A. B. ſhall well and truly ſerve our Sovereign Lord 
the King in the Office of a Conſtable.

And if the Perſon or Perſons, ſo appointed, ſhall, before any Juſtice of Peace,

Be it Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice 
and Conſent of His Majeſty's Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of this Province, 
and the Authority of the ſame, That for the future there ſhall be held Four 
County-Courts in the Year; viz. Talbot, Baltemore, and St. Mary's Counties, 
the firſt Tueſdays in March, June, Auguſt, and November; Dorcheſter, Cacil, 
Ann Arundel, and Charles Counties, the ſecond Tueſday in March, June,
